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ARBITRATORS HOLD A SESSION. 


American and Canadian Commissioners 
Preparing Line of Work. 
Quebec, August 24.—No meeting of the 
joint arbitration commission was held to- 
day. Both the American and Canadian 
commissioners are at work on plans for 
procedure, and will compare notes and de- 
cide upon a plan at the joint meeting to- 
morrow. One point, however, thas been 

determined. 

Nothing in detail of the commission's 
work will be given to the press until after 
its work is finished. This has been agreed 
upon by both sides. The reason for this is 


| to prevent as far as possible the demands 


for hearings before the commission. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier and Senator Fairbanks 
have both stated that it wvuld be im- 
possible for the commission to grant gen- 
eral hearings. Théy.say the work of the 
commission would never be ended if this 
were done. 

Both the Americans and Canadians have 
a great amount of data and official infor- 
mation upon all questions to be considered, 
and whatever additional information is de- 
sired will be obtained from available 
sources. From these reasons, it is thought 
a general discussion of the work in the 
press would tend to bring to Quebec daily 
delegations of persons anxious to be heard, 
and result in great annoyance and delay. 

On the most important questions expert 
testimony will be heard, and where local 
interests are to be seriously affected a sin- 
gle representative of the interests may be 
heard, Beyond this the commissioners say 
they will be unable to grant any requests 
for hearings. The documents on all qués- 
tions will be received and given attention.

BOAT LINE TO THE ANTILLES. 


Meiklejohn Will Have Transports for 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Washington, August 24.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn, of the war department, 
is arranging a line of transports from 
New York to Havana, wantiago, Ponce and 
return. It is expected that the line will 

be ready for operation next week. 

Havana will not be on the route at pres- 
ent, but as soon as that port is open the 
war department’s line of transports will 
touch there. Operations would be begun 
at once, but the transports are now being 
used for carrying troops. The line will be 
utilized for transporting supplies of the 
quartermaster, commissary and surgeon 
general’s departments, as well as such oth- 
er freights as may be needed at the points 
occupied by the United States forces. 

Mails will be carried also on these trans- 
ports to and from the new American pos- 
sessions. New York, instead of Tampa, 
has been selected because of the severe 
quarantine at Tampa against yellow. fever. 
Heretofore means of freight and mail 
transportation to Cuba and Porto’ Rico 
have been irregular and unsatisfactory. 
The new transports will run on schedule 
time and have scheduled dates for depart- 
ure and arrival, like any other ocean 
steamship line. ‘ 


CUBANS ARE SLOW TO DISBAND.

Army Doesn’t Seem Inclined to Quit 
the Field at Present. 

Washington, August 24.—The representa- 
tives of the Cubans In the United States 
are still making every effort to secure the 
disbandment of the Cuban forces and ac- 
quiescence in the policy of the United 
Etates in Cuba. 

Letters are being sent and argumenis 
made to the Cuban leaders pointing out 
that the interests of the Cubans lie in co- 
operation with the United States authori- 
ties. Little or no information has been re- 
ceived as to what effect these representa- 
tions will have upon the leaders in Cuba, 
but it is believed that amicable relations 
ean be brought about when the Cubans are 
persuaded that it is to their interest to 
accept the situation as* the protocol 
leaves it. :

SHE WILL RESUME OLD TRADE.

Line of Steamers from Japan to Cali- 
fornia Will Touch Mexico. 

Mexico City, August 24.—It has been de- 
termined in Japan to piace a direct line of 
steamers on between Yokohama and San 
Diego, Cal., and owing to the efforts of 
the Mexicari diplomatic representative in 
Tokio, the steamers will touch at one or 
two Mexican ports. 

This country can supply several articles 
in continuous commercial demand in Spain; 
namely, coffee, which Japan now gets from 
Java, and tobacco, hitherto supplied by 
Manila, as well as other articies sufficient 
to constitute a basis of trade. 

Mexico in ancient times had direct trade 
relations with Manila and Japan by Span- 
ish galleons, which came to Acapulpo, and 
goods were transferred to this city and 
Vera Cruz, while much merchandise went 
across to Spain from the latter point. 


Machine Candidate Wins. 

Mitchell, 8S. D., August 24.—The contest 
for temporary chairman of the republican 
state convention came squarely before the 
convention today. H. J. Rice, of Huron, 
figured as the anti-machine candidate, 
and J. M. Greene, of Chamberlin, as the 
machine canuicate. It is assumed by the 
machine that Kirk Philipps will be named 
for governor, Burke and Gamble for con- 
gress, Reives for auditor and Deering for 
treasurer. When the convention was called 
to arder this afternoon J. M. Greene was 
elected over H. J. Rice by a vote of 340 
to 328. 


Will Double Fortifications. 

Victoria, B. C., August 244.—Captain Ed- 
ward Collister, inspector of the’ British 
naval stations in the Pacific, paid a hurr.ed 
visit yesterday to the Esquimalt docks. It 
has leaked out that the object of his visit 
was in regard to a projected increase of 
the fortifications at Esquimalt, which will 
more than double the present capacity. 
Collister has also said that an island in 
the Pacific, near Honolulu, is to be seized 
by Great Britain for a coaling atation.

Two Hundred Alabama Coal Diggers 
Carried to Illinois. 

Pana, Ill, August 24—Sheriff Coburn 
assembled 125 deputies at the city hall to- 
day, swore all in and gave them instruc- 
tions to reassemble armed with winches- 
ters and meet a number of negroes ex- 
pected to arrive from Alabama to work 
here in the coal mines. Ten negroes ar- 
rived in Pana last night to take the place 
of the white miners, who have been on a 
Strike for several months. The strikers 
are being reinforced by union miners 
from all over the state. 

During the day a special train arrived 
in Pana, from Birmingham, Ala., with 200 
negroes. The train was rushed to the 
Springside coal] mine, outside the city 
limits, where the negroes were unloaded 
under a guard of deputy sheriffs.

Georgian Leaves Military Hospital and 
Is Found Up a Tree. 

New York, August 24.—Private James 
Russell, of troop C, Tenth United States 
cavalry, escaped from the hospital at Fort 
Wadsworth late last night, while delirious 
from typhoid fever. 

A general alarm was sent out, bufhe was 
not found until shortly before napn today. 
He was discovered seated on a limb of a 
tree thirty-five feet from the ground. One 
of the searchers started to climb the tree, 
when Russell dropped to the ground, strik- 
ing several limbs in his descent, and there- 
by breaking his fall to some extent. His 
right leg was broken, however. 

An ambulance was summoned and Rus- 
sell was taken back to. the hospital. Pri- 
vate Russel] has been at the hospital about 
two' weeks. He was one of the heroes who 
fought in the battles before Santiago, He 
enlisted from Georgia.

When he 
reached Grossman’s crossing, a short dis- 
tance from this city, the young horse he 
was driving became ummanageable and 
carried the party upon the track in front 
of the local train from Richmond to 
Petersburg. All the occupants of the buggy 
were instantly killed.

Myers and Dowling Bury Their Fight, 
Indorse Bryan and the Chicago 
Platform and Begin Work- 
ing for a_ Great 
Victory. 


Dayton, O., August 24.—(Special.)—A new 


element was thrown into the democratic 
state convention here this morning—an ele- 
ment which tended considerably to the 
bringing together of the Dowling and 
Meyers factions of the party. 

It was a well-defined and thorough- 
ly authenticated statement that Hon. 
John Sherman had determined to take 


a hand in state politics once more. 

The story came from Columbus, where 
the late secretary of state made the initial 
step in his return to the field of actual 
party workers. It was discussed and every- 
where carried with it conviction of its cor- 
rectness. 


It shows that Sherman has joined 
the ranks of the anti-~Hanna republi- 
cans and a movement is now on foot 


to make him the candidate of the party 


for governor next year. 

For several weeks it has been rumored 
that he was negotiating with the leaders 
of the anti-Hanna faction, and: Senator 
Hanna’s private secretary, in alarm, went 
to Columbus last week to try to secure an 
agreement with Governor Bushnell that 
would give a suspension of hostilities dur- 
ing the state campaign. He was unable to 
secure an audience. Senator Sherman vis- 
ited Columbus yesterday afternoon and 
went direct tu the office of Governor Bush- 
nell. It was evident that his visit was ex- 
pected. Attorney General F. 8. Monnett 
and Judge D. F. Pugh, two lieutenants in 
the anti-Hanna faction, were present to 
receive him and took part in the confer- 
ence that ensued. 

This was secret, of course, but it is 
known that Mr. Sherman expressed a 
most bitter feeling toward President 
McKinley and Senator Hanna. 

He believes that he has been made thé 
victim of a confidence game planned by 
Senator Hanna and carried out by the 
president, the object of which was to place 
wim on the retired shelf, Though the ex- 
secretary is a pretty good church man, he 
swere terriliy when he referred to the 
manner in which he had been induced to 
resign the senatorship for a cabinet posi- 
tion and then retired from the cabinet. 

Sherman for governor in 1899 is on the 
tongue of every anti-Hanna republican 
here today. Ht is known that he is not 
averse to rounding out his political career 
with a term in the governor's office. The 
Hanna republicans could hardly afford to 
oppose him. With the republican state cen- 
tral committee refusing to make Hanna’s 
man, John R. Malloy, its secretary, and 
John Sherman, long tne head of the party 
in Ohio, aligning himself with the anti- 
Hanna leaders, Senator Hanna seems to 
be losing his grip on the republican party 
in Oh‘o pretty fast. 

So the democrats looked at it here today 
and quickly decided that tt would require 
= united front to fight Sherman, notwith- 
standing the fact that Sherman's candi- 
dacy indicated a growing breach between 
himeelf and the Hanna é¢lement. 

Many democrats were of the opinion 
that Sherman would be able to whip 
the Hanna men in line, even if that 
whipping meant the death of Hanna 
and the hurting of President Mc- 
Kinley.

‘We particularly indorse the financial 
plank therein declaring for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 independent of any 
and all other nations.’’ 


‘““We are proud of the patriotic con- 
duct in peace and war of that brave 
leader of democracy, William J. Bryan, 
and we favor his renomination for 


president in 1900. 

The platform favors an income tax and 
thanks the minority in congress for seek- 
ing to secure “a just distribution of the 
war taxation equally upon the wealth 
and corporations of the country as well 
as upon its labor.” 


“We recognize the eternal truth that 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
is the natural and inalienable heritage of 
all mankind, and since the hand of des- 
potism has en lifted ‘from the island of 
Cuba, dominated by Spain, we should af- 
ford its inhabitants an untrammeled op- 
portunity to establish a free and inde- 
pendent constitutional government, de- 
riving its peers from the consent of the 
governed and we remind the country that 
congress in the resolutions which declared 
war, ‘Resolved, That the United States 
hereby disclaims any disposition or inten- 
tion to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction 
over the said island except ‘for the pacifica- 
tion thereof, and asserts its determina- 
tion, when that is accomplighed, to leave 
the government and control of the isiand 
to its people, and we believe that unless 
the people of the islan@ of Cuba and the 
Philippines, redeemed from Spanish domi- 
nation, declare otherwise, we should 
keep the faith upon which the war was 
begun and prosecuted.” 


The resolutions ‘favor the building of 
the Nicaragua canal, enlarging the militia 
of all states and reducing the standing 
army; oppose alliance with »England “or 
any other foreign’ power, and demand 
that this United States senate take~-action 
upon the findings 6f the Ohio senate on 
the election of Marcus A. Hanna as sen- 
ator.

GARCIA 1S NOW AT GIBARM 


——— 


Insurgent Leader Communicates with 
the Cuban Junta. 


TELIS WHAT HE HAS DONE 


General Declares That His Army Is 
Receiving Recruits Every 
Day. : 


New York, August 24.—The following re- 
port from General Garcia was received at 
the Cuban junta today. The report was 
addressed to President T. Estrada Palma: 


“Gibara, August 3.—On the 16th of July I 
held the last conference with the Ameri- 
can general, Shafter. He informed me 
that the American troops had captured 
Santiago de Cuba. Aware that my troops 
were no longer needed itn that vicinity, 
while they were needed very much in other 
Places still occupied by the enemy, I s0 
informed General Shafter. He asked me 
to delay my departure two or three days, 
which I did, starting on the 2th toward 
Holguin by way of  Jiguani. I am at 
present with my general headquarters in 
the town of Gibara, where I arrived on 
the 30th of July. 

“On the 29th, while encamped in San 
Pedo Cacum, I learned that Genera] Luque 
had evacuated this town andithat General 
Luis de Fera, with the troops under him, 
had occupled it. The’ Spanish left in the 
hospitals over 600 sick and wounded, whom 
I have provided with beef. 

“There is perfect order in the town; new 
municipal authorities have been elected 
and everything is working regularly. gine 
United States steamship Nashville was in 
the harbor whep J entered. I requested its 
commander to ask'his government to opén 
this port to foreign commerce, or with the 
United States at least, for there is great 
scarcity of provisions. The Spanish took 
everything they could. Genera] Luque is 
in Holguin with 12,000 men and twenty-four 
cannon, and I am trying to force him out, 
although I can only count on 4,000 men 
and four cannon with which to fight him. 
Volunteers and guerillas are dally joining 
us. About 1,500 have already joined us, 
and if it continues the Spanish army will 
soon be dissolved. 

““Mayari, Fray Benita, Jurio and Jan- 
diaga are garrisoned by our army. ‘The 
first of these towns was gvacuated on 
the 224 of July, leaving 100 sick and wound- 
ed that we are caring for in the hospitals. 
When the Spaniards left Mayaro we de- 
feated them, capturing their convoy, con- 
Sisting of 300 rifles, 150,000 Remington and 
Mauser cartridges, two cannon with am- 
munition for them and provisions and 
clothing. They suffered severe losses, not 
many arriving at Holguin. 

“I have received Propositions for the 
surrender of Manzanillo un@er conditions. 
which I have refused to accept. Very soon 
all my department will be free from the 
dominion of Spain.

Washington, August 24.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Wood has sent to the department no 
details of charges against the members 
of the Second and Fifth regiments in re- 
sponse to the secretary’s request, but he 
reports that a general court martial is at 
work upon the cases against offenders and 
that there is a great improvement in the 
discipline. 

The report of the general commanding 
was sent in response tq General Alger’s 
request based on the cablegrams to The 
Constitution. General Wood states that the 
court has had a lot of business handling 
the cases of offenders and that the guilty 
ones will be dealt with heavily. The court 
martial, which is made up of officers of 
the two regiments, has been chosen with 
a view of securing officers who are the 
strictest disciplinarians, and those convict- 
ed of the crimes charged will be severely 
dealt with. 

Adjutant General Corbin, in speaking of 
the situation at Santiago with regard: to 
these two regiments, said: 


“We have every confidence in the of- 
ficers in command at Santiago And feel 
certain that the men who are guilty of 
these crimes will be adequately punished. 
The result will doubtless be the weeding 
out of the privates who have disgraced 
their uniforms and the resignation of such 
officers as have demonstrated themselves 
incompetent. I am sure General Wood 
and the prosecuting officers will have the 
co-operation, in securing this end, of the 
officers and men of those regiments who 
are not toughs and who have been so 
severely reflected upon by the disgraceful 
actions of their fellows.’’ 


The question of Lieutenant Hobson's 
transfer to the line of the navy and the 
promotion which he will receive must 
await the action of congress.

MR. BAGLEY THE PERPETRATOR 


Bagley Had Been a Chronic Office- 
Seeker. 


ADAMS WAS PULLED INTO POLITICS 


Bagley, Seeing That He Was Going 
to Get the Worst of Campaign, 
Killed His Successful Rival. 


Columbus, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Thomas M. Adams ,one of the wealthiest 
and most promiment citizens of Chattahoo- 
chee county, and the democratic nominee 
for the legislature from that county, was 
shot and killed at a political gathering at 
4 o’clock last night at Giles, Ga., which 
is about a dozen miles from Cusseta, in the 
western part of the county. The commonly 
accepted theory is that he was shot by 
William H. Bagley, the populist: nominee 
for the legislature, who was present and 
made a speech at the meeting. As a result 
of the killing Chattahoochee county is in 
a furor of excitement. Information of the 
tragedy was received here this morning. 

The occasion was a joint political meet- 
ing held in the open air, and attemded by 
the people of the Giles neighborhood, both 
white and colored. The orators spoke from 
the porch of a store, where a year or two 
sco J. W. Burke, a white map, had been 
mysteriously murdered. Mr. Adams spoke 
first, addressing the crowd upon local is- 
gues. Mr. Bagley was the next speaker. 
He’ was followed by a negro named Jeff 
Davis. Davis was at one time a populist, 
and was elected coroner of the coumty on 
the populist ticket. He became dissatisfied 
with the populists when they fiailed to 
nominate him for the legislature this time, 
however, and came over to the democrats. 
He stated that the populists had broken 
their promise to him in this matter. 

The Trouble Starts. 

In his speech Davis said that Bagley 
had misrepresented him. Bagley at once 
sprang forward and knocked Davis down. 
Davis started to run, amd the populist 
nominee followed him up. At this point, 
Mat Williams, colored, made a remark 
to Bagley. and that person turned and 
struck him with his stick, knocking him 
several feet. In the negro’s own language, 
he “never knewed” amything until this 


“morning. At that point the meeting broke 


up in the greatest confusion. 
Adams Is Shot. 

In the midst of the uproar Mr. Adams 
was shot twice with a pistol, and was in- 
stantly killed: One of the balls entered 
his breast and the other his braim, and he 
fell to the ground, expiring instantly. Some 
of those who were on the spot make this 
statement: 

As Bagley was beating the negroes, 
Adams stepped forward to interfere, with 
a’ view of preventing any disturbance. 
Bagley turned to him and telling him 
that he (Adams) was the cause of all of 
this, fired twice at him. 

Bagley’s Statement. 

Bagley denies firing the shots, it is 
stated. He says that he supposes that 
gome of the. friends of the negroes fired 
at him (Bagley) and that the balls struck 
Adams, who was near him. He wired to 
Columbus this morning in regard to 
counsel, stating that he was charged with 
murder. The firm of Crawford & Wynn 
was employed to prosecute the case, be- 
ing engaged by wire. The telegram to 
them stated that Bagley was the person 
to be arraigned. 

A Prominent Citizen. 

Mr. Adams, the dead man, was forty- 
eight years of age,’ a prominent planter 
and probably the second richest man in 
the county, being worth about $40,000.

Remains of Late Rev. A. G. P. Doige 
Will Not Be Buried for Some Days. 
Brunswick, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)—It 

is announced tonight that the funeral of 

Rev. Anson Green Phelps Dodge, Jr., phil- 

anthropist, has been indefinitely postponed, 

pending the location of his mother, Mrs. 

Rebecca Dodge, and his uncle, D. Stewart 

Dodge, of New York city. 

In the meantime the body of “Mr. Dodge, 
who died Saturday night last, has been 
carefully kept packed in ice and salt, ac- 
cording to his wishes, and is now in per- 
fect state of preservation. The body of 
his first wife, who died in India fAfteen 
years ago, has been taken from the vault 
and now rests in Frederica chapel, pending 
the funeral of Mr. Dodge, when it will 
be buried with him. The difficulty in lo- 
cating the relatives of the deceased arises 
from a misunderstanding on their part as 
to the day set for the funeral. Mrs. Dodge 
left Canada on Monday for Brunswick, and 
Mr. D. Stewart left New York the same 
date. ‘The two were to meet at Alexan- 
dria, Va., and proceed to Brunswick. They 
heard at Alexandria that the funeral was 
to occur Tuesday last, and as they could 
not get here by that time they went to 
some other place besides Brunswick.

Railroad Heading Into the City. 

Vialdosta, Ga., August M4 .—(Special.)—

Regiments Excited. 


COLONEL LAWTOM, OF THE FIRST, TALKS 


As Also Does Colonel Brown, of the 
Second—They Will Approve All 
Applications for Discharge. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 2%.—(Spe- 
clal,..—When the boys of the Georgia ar- 
tillery companies learned that they would 
certainly be mustered out, there was great 
rejoicing. 

There was unanimity of feeling to re- 
main in the service as long as there was 
active work ahead. When the prospect 
became one of dull garrison duty, they 
did not feel that it was necessary for 
them to stay, as there were thousands of 
others ready to undertake such small 
jobs as walking guard in front of “the 


captain’s tent.” 
The First Georgia. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 24.—(Special.)}— 
The First Georgia regiment, which 
reached this city yesterday, has become 
located in Camp. Poland, The permanent 
tents were pitched on the camp site to- 
day, together with the hospital, Young 
Mén’s Christian Association tent and regi- 
mental canteen. The regiment seems de- 
lighted with the change ‘from Chatta- 
nooga. Colonel Lawton expresses himself 


most enthusiastically in fgaver of Knox-. 


ville as a superior place to camp. Thé 
regiment brought fifteen sick men from 
Chickamauga park.

Colonel Lawton Talks. 

Colonel Lawton was today asked wheth- 
er his regiment desired to be mustered 
out, as had been reported. He replied: 
. “IT have no information on the subject, 
except what I see in the newspapers. 
None of my men have cOmmunicated with 
the officers relative to being mdstered 
out, and this is the only channel through 
which such communications should go. 
I have never undertaken to say whether 
the First Georgia desires to be mustered 
out or not, f0r two reasons: First, I do 
not know, and on this subject I should 
not undertake to speak for my men with- 
out first knowing their opinions. Second- 
ly, and chiefly, because I think no true 
soldier should express such wishes, one 
way or the other, until he is asked to do 
so by competent authority. We have not 
been asked. When we are asked, if ever, 
I will take steps to inform mysel/, and 
will then answer the question through 
the regular military channels. I hope it 
is not true that my men have signed any 
such unsoldierly statements as are at- 
tributed to them in the press.’’ 


The Second Georgia. 


Huntsville, Ala., August 24.—(Special.)— 


Will the Second regiment of Georgia vol- 
unteer infantry be mustered out of the ser- 
vice, and the men be allowed to return to 
their various pursuits in civil Hfe at an 
early date? 

This is a question for the war depart- 
ment to decide. However, the sentiment 
of the regiment as a body will have a cer- 
tain amount of weight with the officials at 
Washington when the true state of affairs 
can be ascertained. The record made by 
these brave young Georgia patriots, nearly 
all of whom made sacrifices to answer the 
call of the country, will suffice to show 
that they are ready to stand true to their 
flag at all times, but it can hardly be said 
that men of this character will be satisfied 
to remain in the army after peace has been 
declared, and with no glory to repay them 
for their time than that which can be got 
out of garrison duty. There is an element 
in every body of men of this size whose 
opinion is valueless, but close observation 
will show that there are but few of this 
stripe in the Second Georgia. The senti- 
ment expressed here is the sentiment of 
men who left valuable interests at home, 
and not that of the stripe mentioned. In 
the effort to find the true and unbiased 
feeling of the regiment, Colonel Oscar B. 


Brown, of whom the men are all so proud, 7 


and willing to stand by, was the first one 
seen by The Constitution representative. 
He was found at his tent at Camp Wheeler, 
where the regiment is now resting, dis- 
patching the many orders that fall to the 
lot of the regimental commander. 

Will Approve a Discharge. 

When questioned upon this vital subject, 
Colonel Brown said: 

“I am not prepared to make a positive 
statement on this subject, as I know there 
are always two factions in every fight, but 
I can say,” said he, “that I know my 
regiment to be made up of men of such 
a character as will not allow them for an 
instant to forget their duties as soldiers. 
I know that there are officers who would 
like to return to their home interests now, 
but they even have not mentioned this to 
me in respect to their duties. If any man 
in this command wishes to get a discharge 
I will approve the application.”’ 

Major Almond and Major Kendrick, re- 
Spectively of the Second and Third battal- 
ions, were also interviewed along with 
several company commanders. Their 
views coincide with those of their colonel. 
With the men the expressions are some- 
what different. It is they that have felt 
the hardships-of four months of camp life, 
and it is with them that the weight of 
sentiment rests. It cannot be denied that 
these men want to be discharged. One of 
the Savannah companies, as a whole, has 
shown the fact that they would like to be 
discharged. None wish to go without 
honor, and so the matter rests. It is a well- 
known fact that many of the men who have 
political friends at Washington are at- 
tempting to get ott through this channel, 
and it ls probably that only by this source 
will the true statement of facts ever be 
known to the secretary of war. Colonel 
Brown says that he will neither make an 
effort to retain the regiment nor have it dis- 


charged,

AMERICA WILL NOT TURN BACK. 


London Times Comments Editorially 
on the Situation. 

London, August 25.—The 
morning says editorially: 

“If half the Cuban stories are true, it 
is no wonder that the Americans are dis- 
gusted with the insurgents’ conduct, The 
sansurgent leaders make a grave mistake 
if they imagine their conduct will go un- 
punished. It may be troublesome busi- 
ness, but America, having her hand to 
the plow, will not turn back,” 

Discussing the rumor that Secretary of 
War Alger will take refuge in the senate 
to escape the responsibilities of his blun- 
ders in the war office, and that Senator 
McMillan will become ambassador in Lon- 
don, the article expresses the opinion that— 

“If America becomes a colonizing pow- 
er she will be compelled to abandon this 
fluctuating style of administration in fa- 
vor of trained civil and military admini- 
strators, not likely to change with each 
presidential change, and not. dependent 
upon politics for their selectioM and pro- 
motion. It will be equally .important to 
cultivate permanence in diplomatic repre- 
sentation abroad.’’ 

The article then proceeds to deal with the 
suggestion of Mr. White for ¢he London 
embassy as worthy of careful considera- 
tion on this ground, ‘‘though there is no 
American tradition which points to Mr. 
Whitet, persona grata as he is in English 
society and experienced in English ways, a9 
Colonel Hay’s successor.’’

Bianco Orders That Americans Be Well 
Treated. 

Havana, August 24.—This morning the 
American schooner B. Frank Nealy ar- 
rived from Key West with twenty pas- 
sengers and a cargo of provisions. There 
also arrived the steamer Matanzas from 
New York with provisions, the French 
steamer Rover from Barcelona and the 
Mexican and Vera Cruz, all with pro-

Editor Henry Smith, of The Ashburn

Cordele, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)—Near- 
ly a hundred bales of cotton have been re- 
ceived in Cordele since the new crop be- 
gan to be marketed. There is every indica- 
tion that the -receipts of cotton at this 
point will be largely in excess of any 
season heretofore. 

Competition Among G®uyers. 

There are several expért buyers here 
and a number of local buyers. For two 
seasons past this market has paid within 
an eighth of a cent of Savannah prices 
and often the same prices as Savannah. 
The prices paid here are about those paid 
in any other inland town in the state. 
This is largely accounted for by the low 
rate on cotton from here to the coast. 

This season the compress is preparing to 
compress 50,000 bales. This cotton will he 
furnished from Cordele warehouses and 
other points on the Georgia and Alabama, 
the Georgia Southern and Florida and the 
Albany and Northern railways. 

Three Warehouses Here. 

There are three warehouses in operation 
here now and another is in course of con- 
struction. Messrs. Leggin & Webb have 
just completed a large brick warehouse. 
The latest is beimg built by Wheeler & 
Williams, while the two old ones are op- 
erated by J. C. Mercer and G. H. Tommey, 
respectively. Among the buyers are the 
Georgia Cotton Company, J. O. Jelks, D. 
B. Woodward, Ss. J. Hill & Bro., 8. W. 
Coney, B. B. Pound and J. 8. Pate.

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KILLS HIS RIVAL 


Hon. T. M. Adams, of Chattahoochee 
County, Slain. 


MR. BAGLEY THE PERPETRATOR 


Bagley Had Been a Chronic Office- 
7 Seeker. : 


ADAMS WAS PULLED INTO POLITICS 


Bagley, Seeing That He Was Going 


to Get the Worst of Campaign, 
Killed His Successful Rival. 


— 
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Columbus, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Thomas M. Adams ,one of the wealthiest 
and most promiment citizens of Chattahoo- 
chee county, and the democratic nominee 
for the legislature from that county, was 
shot and killed at a political gathering at 
#@ o'clock last night at Giles, Ga., which 
is about a dozen miles from Cusseta, in the 
western part of the county. The commonly 
accepted theory is that he was shot by 
Willlam H. Bagley, the populist nominee 
for the legislature, who was present and 
made a speech at the meeting. As a result 
of the killing Chattahoochee county is in 
a furor of excitement. Information of the 
tragedy was received here this morning. 

The occasion was a joint political meet- 
ing held in the open air, and attemded by 
the people of the Giles neighborhood, both 
white and colored. The orators spoke from 
the porch of a store, where @ year or two 
sgo J. W. Burke, a white map, had been 
mysteriously murdered. Mr. Adams spoke 
first, addressing the crowd upon loca! is- 
sues. Mr. Bagley was the next speaker. 
He' was followed by a negro named Jeff 
Davis. Davis was at one time a populist, 
and was elected coroner of the coumty on 
the populist ticket. He became dissatisfied 
with the populists when they fiailed to 
nominate him for the legislature this time, 
however, and came over to the democrats. 
He stated that the populists had broken 
their promise to him in this matter. 

The Trouble Starts. 

In his speech Davis said that Bagley 
had misrepresented him. Bagley at once 
sprang forward and knocked Davis down. 
Davis started to run, amd the populist 
nominee followed him up. At this point, 
Mat Williams, colored, made a remark 
to Bagley. and that person turned and 
struck him with his stick, knocking him 
several feet. In the negro’s own language, 
he “never knewed” anything until this 
morning. At that point the meeting broke 
up in the greatest confusion. 

Adams Is Shot. 

In the midst of the uproar Mr. Adams 
was shot twice with a pistol, and was in- 
stantly killed: /One of the balls entered 
his breast and’the other his braim, and he 
fell to the ground, expiring instantly. Some 
of those who were on the spot make this 
statement: . 

As Bagley was beating the negroes, 
Adams stepped (forward to interfere, with 
a’ view of preventing any disturbance. 
Bagley turned to him and telling him 
that he (Adams) was the cause of all of 
this, fired twice at him. 

Bagley’s Statement. 

Bagley denies firing the shots, it is 
stated. He says that he supposes that 
gome of the friends of the negroes fired 
at him (Bagley) and that the balls struck 
Adams, who was near him. He wired to 
Columbus this morning in regard to 
counsel, stating that he was charged with 
murder. The firm of Crawford & Wynn 
was employed to prosecute the case, be- 
ing engaged by wire. The telegram to 
them stated that Bagley was the person 
to be arraigned. 

A Prominent Citizen. 

Mr. Adams, the dead man, was forty- 
eight years of age, a prominent planter 
and probably the second richest man in 
the county, being worth about $40,000. He 
had $17,000 insurance, and had just taken 
out another policy for $5,000: This policy 
had arrived in Columbus, and he was to 
have come to the city today to get it. He 
lived near Cottage Millp. The ‘funeral 
wil] take place tomorrow morning, from 
Jamestown. It will probably be one of 
the largest attended funerals in the his- 
Mr, Adams 
is said to have been of a quiet, peaceable 
disposition. He was very popular. 

Strained Relations. 

For years the relations between the 
democrats and the populists in Chatta- 
hoochee county have been strained. There 
have been some very bitter campaigns 
in the county, and the present one prom- 
ised all along to be exciting. That it 
should have culminated in a tragedy like 
that of last night is deplorable; as the 
iil-feeling will be intensified, and it 1s 
possible that further trouble may result.

“Out of the war new issues have sprung,

Why, by in- 
terweaving our destiny with that of any 
part of Europe, entangle our peace and 
prosperity im the toils of European ambi- 
t'on, rivalship, interest, honor, or ca- 
price?” - 

And by Thomas Jefferson— 

“Peace, commerce and honest friendship 

with all nations, tangling alllances with 
none’’— ; 
—snould be upheld, and I believe they will 
be eventually; and that the two parties, 
republican and democratic, will, when 
the noise and smoke of the present war 
have died away, again be marshaled to 
mvet each other upon the issues created 
by the doctrines as embodied in the two 
platforms at Chicago and St. Louis in 1896, 
when that battle is renewed between them, 
I shall be-found in the future, as I have 
in the past, standing with my people; ad- 
vecating the great doctrines as embraced 
in the Chicago platform of 189, and en- 
deavoring by my vote, as long as I remain 
in congress, to do everything in my judg- 
ment for the preservation of the liberty, 
of the independence, both personal and 
financial, of the people of this country, 
and the preservation of the government 
to our children and the coming genera- 
tions; and the upholding of the principles 
that the democratic party have maintained 
Since its organization, and especially those 
as announced In the Chicago platform of 
1896, which I regard as the greatest 
them all.

The Gubernatorial Nominee Delivers 
an Address in Cumming. 
Gainesville, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Allen D. Chandler spoke at Cum- 
ming, Forsyth county, yesterday at the 
noon recess of court. A large crowd of 
democrats were out to hear him, and many 
populists were also present. He was giv-

At the 
appointed hour for the speaking to be- 
gin Colonel Candler ascended the speak- 
er’s platform, which was surrounded by a 
large crowd of democrats and populists. 
Mr. Pickett was not present, and Colonel 
Candler waited twenty minutes for him 
to put in an appearance. Failing to come, 
a messenger was dispatched to Mr. Pick- 
ett’s hotel to inform him Colonel Candler 
was waiting. ‘Mr, Pickett asked for what, 
and the messenger replied ‘‘to give you a 
division of time.’’ ‘Mr, Pickett stated he 
didn’t want ony time, and that he wus 
going to dinner. Colonel Candler being 
informed of this, proceeded with his speech 
and was getting there in a hallelujah way 
when the populist sheriff announced from 
the courthouse that ‘“Rev. Thaddeus Pick- 
ett will speak to the people in the superior 
courtroom.’ ‘This did not disturb Colonel 
Candler or his audience, but added zest to 
his great democrafic speech, and the crowd 
staid with him’and listened attentively. 
Mr. Pickett tried to hold forth in the 
courtroom, but for the lack of an audience 
could not arouse any enthusiasm.

Railroad Heading Into the City. 

Vialdosta, Ga., August M.—(Special.)— 
Work upon the Atlantic. Valdosta and 
Western road is progressing rapidly to- 
ward this city. The right-of-way has been 
cleared for ten miles this side of Haylow 
and contracts for building most of the re- 
mainder of the line have been let. The 
rainy weather has interrupted the work 
considerably of late. but now that the 
rains have ceased it will be pushed along 
with great rapidity. 

The road will have a straight track for 
a distance of thirty-four miles from Val- 
dosta and wil] be, perhaps, the longest air- 
line in the state, with the exception of the 
Plant system from here to Waycross, there 
not being a crook in that for a distance 
of sixty-five miles.

The Valdosta Southern road is within 
eight miles of Madison, Fila., and will 
probably be completed before Novem@er.

ARTILLERYMEN TO GO HOME 


The Privates of the Three Infantry 
Regiments Excited. 


COLONEL LAWTON, OF THE FIRST, TALKS 


As Also Does Colonel Brown, of the 
Second—They Will Approve All 
Applications for Discharge. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—When the boys of the Georgia ar- 
tillery companies learned that they would 
certainly be mustered out, there was great 


rejoicing. 
There was unanimity of feeling to re- 


main in the service as long as there was 
active work ahead. When the prospect 
became one of dull garrison duty, they 
did not feel that it was necessary for 
them to stay, as there were thousands of 
others ready to undertake such small 
jobs as walking guard in front of “the 


captain’s tent.” 
The First Georgia. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 24.—(Special.}— 
The First Georgia regiment, which 
reached this city yesterday, has become 
located in Camp. Poland. The permanent 
tents were pitched on the camp site to- 
day, together with the hospital, Young 
Men’s Christian Association tent and regi- 
mental canteen. The regiment seems de- 
lighted with the change ‘from Chatta- 
nooga. Colonel Lawton expresses himself 
most enthusiastically in fgaver of Knox-. 
ville as a superior place to camp. Thé 
regiment brought fifteen sick men from 
Chickamauga park. Major Garrard, the 
surgeon, today stated that they had im- 
proved considerably since reaching Knox- 
ville, and that the temperature of the 
fever patients ‘had dropped to such an ex- 
tent as to make their early recovery cer- 
tain. The sick men are delighted with 
their environment, and one stated today 
that the green grass about the hospital 
was the first he had seen in three months. 


Colonel Lawton Talks. 

Colonel Lawton was today asked wheth- 
er his regiment desired to be mustered’ 
out, as had been reported. He replied: 

. “IT have no information on the subject, 
except what I see in the newspapers. 
None of my men have cOmmunicated with 
the officers relative to being mtstered 
out, and this is the only channel through 
which such communications should g0. 
I have never undertaken to say whether 
the First Georgia desires to be mustered 
out or not, f0r two reasons: First, I do 
not know, and on this subject I should 
not undertake to speak for my men with- 
out first knowing their opinions. Second- 
ly, and chiefly, because I think no true 
soldier should express such wishes, one 
way or the other, until he is asked to do 
80 by competent authority. We have not 
been asked. When we are asked, if ever, 
I will take steps to inform mysel/, and 
will then answer the question through 
the regular military channels. I hope it 
is not true that my men have signed any 
such unsoldierly statements as are at- 
tributed to them in the press.”’ 

_ The Second Georgia. 

Huntsville, Ala., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Will the Second regiment of Georgia vol- 
unteer infantry be mustered out of the ser- 
vice, and the men be allowed to return to 
their various pursuits in civil Hfe at an 
early date? 

This is a question for the war depart- 
ment to decide. However, the sentiment 
of the regiment as a body will have a cer- 
tain amount of weight with the offictals at 
Washington when the true state of affairs 
can be ascertained. The record made by 
these brave young Georgia patriots, nearly 
all of whom made sacrifices to answer the 
call of the country, will suffice to show 
that they are ready to stand true to their 
flag at all times, but it can hardly be said 
that men of this character will be satisfied 
to remain in the army after peace has been 
declared, and with no glory to repay them 
for their time than that which can be got 
out of garrison duty. There is an element 
in every body of men of this size whose 
opinion is valueless, but close observation 
will show that there are but few of this 
stripe in the Second Georgia. The senti- 
ment expressed here is the sentiment of 
men who left valuable interests at home, 
In 
the effort to find the true and unbiased 
feeling of the regiment, Colonel Oscar B. 
Brown, of whom the men are all so proud, 
and willing to stand by, was the first one 
seen by The Constitution representative. 
He was found at his tent at Camp Wheeler, 
where the regiment is now resting, dis- 
patching the many orders that fall to the 
ot of the regimental commander. 

Will Approve a Discharge. 

When questioned upon this vital subject, 
Colonel Brown said: 

“I am not prepared to make a: positive 
statement on this subject, as I know there 
are always two factions in every fight, but 
I can say,”’ said he, “that I know my 
regiment to be made up of men of such 
a character as will not allow them for an 
instant to forget their duties as soldiers. 
I know that there are officers who would 
like to return to their home interests now, 
but they even have not mentioned this to 
me in respect to their duties. If any man 
in this command wishes to get a discharge 
I will approve the application.” 

Major Almond and Major Kendrick, re- 
spectively of the Second and Third battal- 
ions, were also interviewed along with 
several] company commanders. Their 
views coincide with those of their colonel. 
With the men the expressions are some- 
what different. It is they that have felt 
the hardships of four months of camp life, 
and it is with them that the weight of 
sentiment rests. It cannot be denied that 
these men want to be discharged. One of 
the Savannah companies, as a whole, has 
shown the fact that they would like to be 
discharged. None wish to go without 
honor, and so the matter rests. It is a well- 
known fact that many of the men who have 
political friends at Washington are at- 
tempting to get ofit through this channel, 
and it is probably that only by this source 
will the true statement of facts ever be 
known to the secretary of war. Colonel 
Brown says that he will neither make an 
effort to retain the regiment nor have it dis- 
charged, 

The Feeling in Savannah. 


Savannah, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Captain W. G. Austin, of company M, Sec- 
ond Georgia régiment, was ordered back to 
the command at Huntsville today. He has 
been here for two months with a recruiting 
squad and has got about eighty men for 
the Guards’ battalion. There is a feeling 
among the men that the orders to return 
before they have succeeded in getting the 
full quota required means that the regi- 
ment may soon be mustered ut.

AMERICA WILL NOT TURN BACK. 


London Times Comments Editorially 
on the Situation. 

London, <August 25.—The 
morning says editorially: 

“If half the Cuban stories are true, it 
is no wonder that the Americans are dis- 
gusted with the insurgents’ conduct. The 
ansurgent leaders make a grave mistake 
if they imagine their conduct will go un- 
punished. It may be troublesome busi- 
ness, but America, having her hand to 
the plow, will not turn back.” 

Discussing the rumor that Secretary of 
War Alger will take refuge in the senate 
to escape the responsibilities of his blun- 
ders in the war office, and that Senator 
McMillan will become ambassador in Lon- 
don, the article expresses the opinion that— 

“If America becomes a colonizing pow- 
er she will be compelled to abandon this 
fluctuating style of administration in fa- 
vor of. trained civil and military admini- 
strators, not likely to change with each 
presidential change, and not dependent 
upon politics for their selectiof and pro- 
motion. It will be equally «important to 
cultivate permanence in diplomatic repre- 
sentation abroad.”’ 

The article then proceeds to deal with the 
suggestion of Mr. White for ¢he London 
embassy as worthy of careful considera- 
tion on this ground, ‘“‘though there is no 
American tradition which points to Mr. 
Whitet, persona grata as he is in English 
society and experienced in English ways, a9 
Colonel Hay’s successor.’’

Cordele, Ga., August %4.—(Special.)—Near- 
ly a hundred bales of cotton have been re- 
ceived in Cordele since the new crop be- 
gan to be marketed. There is every indica- 
tion that the -receipts of cotton at this 
point wil] be largely in excess of any 
season heretofore. 

Competition Among ®uyers. 
‘There are several expért ‘buyers here 
and a number of local buyers. For two 
seasons past this market has paid within 
an eighth of a cent of Savannah prices 
and often the same prices as Savannah. 
The prices paid here are about those paid 
in any other inland town in the state. 
This is largely accounted for by the low 
rate on cotton from here to the coast. 
This season the compress is preparing to 
compress 50,000 bales. This cotton will be 
furnished from Cordele warehouses and 
other points on the Georgia and Alabama, 
the Georgia Southern and Florida and the 
Albany and Northern railways. 

Three Warehouses Here. 

There are three warehouses in operation 
here now and another ts in course of con- 
struction. Messrs. Leggin & Webb have 
just completed a large brick warehouse. 
The latest is being built bv Wheeler & 
Williams, while the two old ones are op- 
erated by J. C. Mercer and G. H. Tommey;

All 
of the members of tthis commission are 
prominent in the affairs of their respec-

The problems which this commission 
is to consider relate to the following 
twelve subjects: First, the fur seals 
in Behring sea and in the waters of the 
north Pacific ocean; second, the fisheries 
of the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
of the waters of the common frontiers; 
third, the delimitation and establishment 
of the Alaska-Canada boundary line 
by legal and scientific experts, if the 
commission shall so decide; fourth, the 
carrying of merchandise {n transporta- 
tion to and from either country, across 
intermediate territory of the other 
whether by land or water, including 
natura! and artificial waterways and in- 
termediate transit by seas; fifth, the 
carrying of merchandise from one coun- 
try to be delivered at points in the 
other beyond the frontier; sixth, the 
alien labor laws applicable to the resi- 
dents of the United States and of Cana- 
da; seventh, the mining rights of the 
citizens or subiects of each country 
within ithe territory of the other; eighth, 
the readjustments and concessions 
deemed mutually advantageous of cus- 
toms duties applicable in each country 
to the products of the soil or the in- 
dustry of the other upon the basis of 
reciprocal equivalents; ninth, the re- 
vision of the agreement of 1817, respect- 
ing naval vessels of the lakes; tenth, the 
more complete definition of the frontier 
line, by land or water, -where the same 
is now in dispute; eleventh, the convey- 
ance for trial or punishment of persons 
in the lawful custody of the officers of 


-one country through the territory of the 


other; and twelfth, the matter of reci- 
procity in wreckage and salvage rights. 

Thus it appears that the international 
commission will have its hands full for 
several days, and, perhaps, for several 
weeks to come; and what is calculated 
to render its work still more difficult is 
the necessity to which it is put of ad- 
justing the differences growing out of 
the Canadian border line without im- 
pairing in the least the cordial feelings 
of regard which exist between the two 
great branches of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
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Emperor William’s Latest Freak. 

What can possibly be the object of 
Emperor William’s contemplated visit 
to the Holy Land? 

This ts one of the problems which the 
European newspapers are trying to solve, 
but interest in the matter is not con- 
fined to the other side of the Atlantic. 

Emperor William is fond of playing 
in dramatic roles, but there is good rea- 
son to believe that the is not actuated 
solely by this royal weakness in the 
present instance nor is it likely that 
piety is at the root of this ostensibly 
devout pilgrimage. Hence the question 
recurs: What can possibly be Emper- 
or William’s object? . 

Rumor is bent upon making it appear 
that Emperor William is anxious to ac- 
quire some of ‘tthe stultan’s territory in 
that immediate netghborhood, and that 
he intends to make the Holy Land the 
terminal point of this trip merely for 
the purpose of concealing the motive 
which really actuates him. He is said 
to covet either some of the rich districts 
of Asia Minor or some of the fertile 
lands between the Tigris and the Eu- 
phrates. 

Of course there is little reliance to be 
put in rumor. Emperor William may 
have no other object in view in pro- 
posing to visit the Holy Land than the 
praiseworthy desire of seeing with his 
own eyes the sacred places associated 
with the cradle of Christianity; and 
the only consileration which appears 
to support the idea that he is anxious 
to acquire real e8tate in that quarter 
grows out of the fact that he has been 
‘on very intimate’terms with the sultan 
for several yeays past. Still Emperor 
William is shrewd enough to manage 
almost any game; and, such being the 
case. he is able to use the veil of di- 
plomacy with splendid effect in the mat- 
ter of disguising his secret purposes. 
Moreover, there can be no doubt of the 
fact that Emperor William has great 
influence with the sultan. This is evi- 
dent from some of the devlopments 
which transpired in connection with 
the Crete affair. But everything at pres- 
ent is involved in speculation, and it 
remains for subsequent disclosures to 
settle the controversy which has arisen 
in regard to the object of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s proposed crusade. 

Whatever may be the secret purpose 
involved in the affair under discussion, 
it is certain that Bmperor William is 
one of the most dramatic of European 
sovereigns, and fhat the royal circles of 
the old world would be exceedingly 
dull without him. 

Ghent and Paris. 

While the administration is engaged 
in making up the commission which is 
to represent the United States in the 
formal treaty conference to be held at 
Paris, we may revert with some inter- 
est to the celebrated affair of this kind 
which was held at Ghent in 1814, when 
terms of peace were drawn up between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
thus closing What is known in Ameri- 
ean history as the second war for in- 
dependence. 

On the commission to represent the 
United States in the formal treaty con- 
ference held at Ghent in 1814, five dis- 
tinguished Americans were appointed, 
viz, John Quincy Adams, James A. Bay- 
ard, Henry Clay, John Russell and Al- 
bert Gallatin. These appointees were 
each actively identified at the time with 
public interests either at home or 
abroad, and there was general satisfac- 
tion expressed throughout the country 
over the personnel of the commission. 
President Monroe then occupied the 
chief executive chair of the nation. 

John Quincy Adams, who headed the 
commission, was one of the foremost 
diplomats of that period. He was then 
at the court of St. Petersburg, being the 
first minister to Russia from the United 
States; but he readily gave up that 
dignified position to accept the chair- 
manship of the peace commission. Sub- 
sequently, President Monroe made him 
secretary Of state, and still later in 1817 
he succeeded President Monroe himself. 


James A. Bayard, at the time of 
eeiving his appointment, represented 
Delaware in the United States te. 
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He was one of the most prominent mem- | of § 


| on the commission he resigned his seat 


in the United States senate. 

Henry Clay was at that time speaker 
of the national house of representatives, 
but he promptly resigned his posi- 
tion to accept the appointment tendered 
him by President Monroe on the com- 
mission. John Russell, whose name is 
perhaps the least familiar of all, was 
quite prominent in political life at that 
time, and from 1814 to 1818, was Unit- 
ed States minister to (Norway and Swe 
den. Albert Gallatin was secretary of 
the treasury in President Monroe’s cab- 
inet when he was called upon to serve 
On the peace commission, but he prompt- 
ly surrendered his portfolio. 

Thus {t seems that President Monroe 
fully realized the importance of making 
the peace commission: as strong as pos- 
sible in order that none of the advan- 
tages which the country had rightfully 
gained in war might be lost or compro- 
mised. This same discretion is needed 
in the present instance, and only the 
ablest appointments should be made. 

Since this formal treaty conference 
was held at Ghent in 1814, we have had 
no further unpleasantness with Great 
Britain, nor with any other Enu- 
ropean power, except Spain. In view of 
the fact that we are once more on the 
eve of becoming engaged in the treaty 
business, this‘ reminiscent discussion is 
both timely and pertinent. 


Heroes of the War. 

Hero worship is ennobling. Bravé 
deeds help the world. It is-good for 
us all to know that there is something 
beyond and above sordid money grub- 
bing, and he who adds to the stock 
of knowledge in this respect deserves 
the blessings of mankind. 

Naturally, our thoughts are first of 
our own heroes; the men who, battling 
for the flag we all love, do deeds of 
daring; but we should not forget that 
the heores are not all on our side. When 
Admtral Cervera and his captains sailed 
out of Santiago to what all felt was cer- 
tain death and destruction, their brav- 
ery was not less than that of the gal- 
lant Hobson and tthe men who went 
with him on the Merrimac. Too much 
cannot be said in praise of the magnifi- 
cent bravery which brought victory to 
the American arms at El Caney and 
which has placed that fm tthe list of the 
truly historic battles. 

But there were army as well as navy 
heroes on the other side. Here is the 
story of one of them. It comes from 
Porto Rico, and is graphically told by 
the correspondent of The New York 
Herald: 

His name was Don Rafael Martinez. He 
was a Spaniard. He is dead, and Amert- 
can magnanimity can well afford to recog- 
nize his bravery. It was we!) known in 
Coamo that the town was to be attacked 
on Tuesday by a largely superior force. All 
the citizens knew it, and there is no rea- 
son to think that the commandant was 
more ignorant than they. He had 300; the 
Americans had more than ten times that 
humber of better equipped troops, sup- 
ported by twelve pieces of modern field 
artillery. Resistance could ‘have but one 
result. There was no military justification 
for attempting to hold Coamo under the 
circumstances. Yet Major Martinez re- 
mained, 

He was still in the prime of youth and 
health. In Spain his family is aristocratic 
and influential, and could have protected 
him from the consequences of a quixotic 
court martial. Martinez knew that re- 
sistance was utterly hopeless. But Colo- 
nel San Martin had been practically d's- 
graced by Governor General Macias for 
evacuating Pence, and all commanders of 
garrisons in the path of the American 
army were ordered to fight. 

So Major Martines kissed his young wife 
and children goodby one day last week 
and sent them into San Juan for gafety. 
Then he called his officers together and 
told them that Spain required them to die 
defending Coamo. The officers did not 
flinch. Two of them, Captain Santo Lo- 
pez and Captain Jose Sancha Escante, 
shared the ‘fate of Martinez and the glory 
of his death. Martinez, Tuesday morning, 
saw the block house which defended. the 
river destroyed by artillery, to which he 
could not reply; then his scouts brought 
word that an American column of double 
the garrison’s strength was slowly creep- 
ing around to his rear. Then Martinez 
knew that he was trapped, and dé@cided to 
eo out and meet the enemy. This he 
did, 

It is not indulging in heroics to say that 
Martinez committed military suicide. He 
rode in advance of his slender column un- 
til he sighted ulings’s men, who were 
immediately apprised of the enemy’s pres- 
ence by a volley. Soon bullets were flying 
like hail. Martinez, mounted upon a gray 
horse, rode up and down in front of his 
troops uttering encouraging words. He 
courted death. There is no doubt on this 
point in the minds of those who observed 
the reckless manner in which ‘he exposed 
himself. Dozens of men of the Sixteenth 
made the daring officer, clad in ful] uni- 
form, their target. 

The soldier's death. which Martinez 
s0ught-was not long coming. For a while 
he reeled-in his saddle, maintaining his 
Seat with evident difficulty. Then his 
horse went to his knees, and Martinez 
Slowly slid from the saddle a lifeless form. 

Soon after he fell a white flag fluttered 
from a hedge behind which the Spanish 
soldiers had concealed themselves. and the 
fight was ended. When Major Martinez 
was found, five wounds, three of which 
were mortal, were discovered. His horse 
was shot in four places, 

Not every hero has his praises sung. 
Fortunate is he whose deeds find just 
recognition; rare, indeed, ig the man 
who gets his reward in life. The 
dead heroes, as a rule, furnish: more 
favorable material for romance and song, 
for to give one’s life in a cause is the 
heigjat of ‘heroism. Yet there are many 
true heroes who live, yet whose deeds 
are never known to the world. 
Sometimes the adulation ofa hero 
is carried to a degree that seems hyster- 
ical, but even that is vastly better than 
lack of deserved recognition. We have 
thought that some of the performances 
of men and women when Cervera has 
appeared in different cities of the coun- 
try has belonged to the hysterical class, 
but perhaps it has done no harm. 

It is well, however, for those who 
are engaged in making so much over the 
Spaniards to bear in mind that there 
are other heroes—men who have given 
their lives and their all to the cause of 
liberty. . Were it possible to obtain the 
facts, it is certain that many stories of 
romantic heroism could be written of the 
Cubans. Theirs has been a struggle 
for liberty against the greatest odds. 
That struggle has made Spanish capitu- 
lation possible. 

To have maintained it as they have for 
four years and more, there must have 
been many deeds of personal bravery. 
That thousands have sacrificed their 
lives in the struggle we all know. Those 
meg are heroes, and they deserve place 
in history. In these days when there 
is gh apparent determination to wrest 
from the Cubans the prize for which 
those living and dead have struggled so 
valiantly, it is well to 
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bear in mind the 


UNCLE REMUS, AND © ; 
BRAVE NANCY HART. 


Tn one of his midst pepular volumes of 
short stories, ‘Uncle Rentus,” as Joe} Cnan- 
dler Harris is generally known, deals with 
the career of Nancy Hart. 

He makes her out a heroine, and his 
graphic description of her frequent victo- 
rious encounters with the tories cannot fail 
to increase the sympathetic interest and 
admiration which Georgians have always 
felt for this remarkable revolutionary he- 
roine. 

Nancy Hart was a holy terror to the 
tories of the northeastern part of Georgia. 
She defeated their p!ans, and single-handed 
Captured many of them. Sometimes she 
killed the prisoners with her own hand, 
and at other times she ordered and caused 
their execution, 


This was not very womenty, but it was 
awfully heroic, and “Uncle Remus,”’ In his 
“Stories from Georgia History,’’ brought 
out all the most striking points in the 
life story of Nancy Hart, 

In this he simply followed in the foot- 
steps of other American writers. 

For a century or more there has never 
been a question raised about Nancy Hart. 
Here in Georgia and elsewhere she took 
high rank among the heroines of the rev- 
olution. 

But slander loves a shining mark, and 
the other day a well-known mierchant of 
this city called me into his office and told 
me that he had an interesting discovery 
to communicate, 


“Did you know,” he began, “that Nancy 
Hart, so famous in Georgia history, was 
a negro woman?” 

“No,” I replied, impulsively, ‘“‘and I can- 
not believe it.’’ 

The merchant then handed me a volume 
of Chambers’ Encyclopedia, and pointed 
out a statement to the effect that Nancy 
Hart was a colored woman in Georgia who 
distinguieghed herself by ber .work against 
the tories during the revolution. 

This was a paralyzer, but I was not con- 
vinced. 

“What do you think of it?” I asked my 
friend. 

“Don’t care anything about it,’”” he re- 
sponded, cheerfully. “Nancy Hart may 
have been a coal black woman, but her 
heroism entitles her to the highest honor. 
In such matters color cuts no figure.’ 


“But how about the truth of history?” Li 
asker 

“Oh, that’s nothing!” was the answer; 
‘let it go. The cyclopedia is the best au- 
thority.”’ 

I did not think so. It struck me that 
“Uncle Remus” must have known just 
what he was doing when he wrote the 
story of Nancy Hart, but to satisfy my- 
self I called upon dim, and asked a few 
pointed questions. 

“Nancy Hart a nigger!’ yelled the fa- 
mous story writer. ‘“‘Why, she had red 
hair and a freckled face. More than that, 
my friend, she was the aunt of Senator 
Thomas Hart Benton, of Missourl. Now, 
do you think that ehe was a colored wo- 
man?’ 


This was pretty strong, but in order to 
vindicate the truth of history I deciled to 
make a few inquiries. 

Knowing that Colonel C. W. Seidell, once 
the private secretary of Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, was from Hart county, I interviewed 
him upon the subject. ; 

“She was a white woman,” said the ¢olo- 
nel. ‘“‘When I was a boy the oldest people 
of the county spoke of her as Mrs. Hart 
and they called her fusband Mr. Hart. 
You Know very well that this would not 
have been done if they had been colored 
persons.. Mre. Hart, however, was noted 
as a woman of very bad temper, and this 
perhaps accounted for her wonderful and 
warlike dealings with the tories. She must 
have been a perfect devil in her disposition, 
and it was said that her husband was so 
much in fear of his. vigorous spouse that 
he spent the greater part of his life under 
the bed, or hiding out in other secluded 
places. Yes, you may set it down as a 
fact that Nancy Hart was a white wo- 
man.”’

A wider and more general knowledge 
of international questions will be dissem- 
inated among the American people 45 the 
result of the greater interest that we are 
having in such questions by reason of the 
war between this country and Spain and 
the varted problems that will have to be 
settled by the commissioners to be ap- 
pointed, and the senate and congress of 
the United States, either in ratifying, mod- 
ifying or rejecting the work of said com- 
mission. I recently noticed a long editorial 
in one of the papers of this state depre- 
cating the annexing of Hawali because 
of the influx to this country of a number 
of the large number of Chinamen_ who 
were denizens of the Sandwich islands pre- 
vieus to and at the time of the treaty 
of annexation. The Ohinamen in the 
United States were encouraged to come 
here under the terms and stipulations of 
the Burlington treaty, but the right of 
citizenship and natura ization was to be 
withheld from them. Under the treaties 
and legislation affecting the Chinese an 
alien Chinese cannot become a natural- 
ized citizen of the United States. Under 
the United States statute regulating nat- 
uralization Chinese are specially excepted 
from the privilege and right of naturali- 
zation. I believe that in, order to dis- 
embarass the policy of annexation of Ha~- 
wail in the offer which was accepted by 
congress for Hawaii té become a part of 
our national domain there was a restric- 
tton to the right of the Chinese in habi- 
tating the islands to come from there 
to the continent of America, so that the 
existing Chinese restriction act would not 
be violated by reason of this particular 
class of denizens 6r inhabitants residing 
upon the island and who might be will- 
ing to leave there and. come: to the con- 
tinent of America under the. jurisdiction 
of the United States.

The seSsion or annexation of any new 
country to the United States is inchoate 
and incomplete unti] the commissioners ap- 
pointed to make laws for the government 
of such new country have reported .and 
unti] their report is ratified and adopted 
by the congress of the United States. In 
the case of Hawali the commissioners are 
now there for this purpose, but the in- 
corporation of Hawaij as an integral part 
of the United States will not be completed 
until] the proper and necessary laws for 
the government of the newly acquired 
territory has been duly adopted by the 
congress of the United States. Chancel- 
lor Kent and Wheaton, in their commen- 
taries on international law, lay down the 
following principle: 

“With respect to the cession of places 
or territories by a treaty of peace, though 
the treaty operates from the making of 
it, it is a principle of public law that the 
nationa] eharacter of the place agreed to 
be surrendered by treaty continues as it 
was, under the character of the ceding 
country, until it be actually transferred. 
Full sovereignty cannot be held to have 
passed by the mere words of a treaty 
without actual delivery. To complete the 
right of property, the right to the thing 
and the possession of the thing must be 
united. 

“This is a necessary principle afid the 
law of property in all systems of juris- 
prudence. There must be both, the jus 
in rem and the jus in re, according to 
the distinction of the civilians, and which 
Barbeyrac says they borrowed from the 
common taw. This general law of prop- 
erty applies to the right of territory no 
less than to other rights.”’

There is significance in the fact that this 
gain was largest in the very period in 
which American manufacturers suffered 
most from low prices for their products, 
Appearances indicate that we sold much of 
this material abroad solely because the 
home market was too poor to take it, and 
because the manufacturers were unable to 
get, either at home or abroad, a price with 
a profit in it. Prices fell so low that we 
were able to meet foreign competitors in 
foreign markets, and the glory of that 
achievement was its sole reward. The 
statistician may find comfort in consid- 
ering the figures representing these move. 
ments and transactions, but consolation 
for the producer will not be so readily ob- 
tained. Did the farmers of the United 
States obtain for their material reasonably 
good prices there is no doubt whatever 
that, excepting in the cases of a few in- 
dustries, the demands of the domestic mar- 
ket could hardly be met by running every 


all the your round. The home population 
will take the stuff if it be provided that 
prices shall advance to that the pro- 
ducer of agricultural material may gain a 
fair return for his labor.’’ 

The gravamen of The Textile Recorg is 
based on inadequate prices of farm pro- 
ducts—with better prices for these, the 
manufacturer would find a ready home 
market.

~HAVE A WARM TIME 


It Is Said That President Smith's Resig- 
nation Will BeAsked by Atlanta Posts. 


A MEETING .NEXT SATURDAY 


Mr. Smith Has Removed from the 
State, and This Causes the Request. 


MUCH IS SAID TO BE BEHIND THE MATTER 


Rumors Concerning Mr. Smith's Ac- 
tions at the Convention Have 
Been Afloat. 


IF INDICATIONS COUNT FOB ANY- 
thing the meeting of posts B and F of the 
local Travelers’ Protective Association at 
the Kimball house Saturday night will be 
one of the liveliest in the history of the 
organization. 

At this meeting resolutions will be intro- 
duced asking the board of directors of the 
Georgia division to request the resignation 
of President E. E. Smith, who has re- 
moved from the state, but who has not re- 
signed his office as president. 

The meeting is for the purpose of settling 
the profits of the recent excursion to Ty- 
bee, but it is whispered about that this will 
be the smallest matter referred to and 
that the presidency of Mr. Smith will be the 
principal topic of discussfon. 

It is said that the action to be taken to- 
night has been expected for some time and 
that the departure of Mr. Smith from the 
atate is the only thing that prevented 
charges being filed against him. These 
charges are said to have been numerous 
and grew out of the recent convention of 
the national organization in Omaha. 

Immediately after the return of the dele- 
gates from the convention ugly rumors 
concerning the action of Mr. Smith began 
to float over the state in T. P. A. circles, 
and though they were kept out of the 
papers, they were freely talked of. Matters 
went so far that the post at Augusta took 
action and passed a res~lution asking for 
the resjgnation of Mr. Smith. The matter 
was adjusted and the request of the Au- 
gusta post was withdrawn. 

It is said that charges were prepared and 
were to have been brought against Mr. 
Smith, but that no action was taken be- 
cause of his announced intention of leaving 
the state. Those who were at the head of 
this matter are said to have been of tne 
opinion that Mr. Smith’s deparfure would 
be the easiest solution to the question and 
that this would avoid a scandal which 
otherwise would have injured the Georgia 
division. 

The trouble which is now causing s0 
much discussion in T. P. A. circles began 
when Mr. Smith sued post B, of which he 
is president, for $15, a portion of his ex- 
penses to the national convention at Terre 
Haute last year. According to what can be 
learned of this matter the post agreed to 
pay the additional expenses of Mr. P. C. 
Cashman over the amount appropriated by 
the division. On the return of Mr. Cash- 
man, who was a delegate with Mr. Smith, 
he was paid $15, the amount of the bill he 


Soon after this Mr. Smith is said to have 
demanded $15 from the post, stating that 
he had been furnished only $35 and that 
the post had paid Mr. Cashman $15. The 
post refused to pay the money on the 
ground that no agreement had been made 
with Mr. Smith. Suit was filed and on be- 
ing presented by an attorney the claim was 
settled, in order, so ft is said, that the 
post might not be embarrassed by fighting 
over such a small sum. 


At the National Convention.

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The charges which it is said were to 
which, it seems, were not pushed because 
he removed to Illinols, grew out of the 
national convention, to which Mr. Smith 
went as a delegate froin the Georgia di- 
vision. 

The rumor which was heard immediately 
after the convention was to the effect that 
the Georgia divizicn weui to the convention 
instructed to cast its vwte solidly for Mr. 
Joseph Wallerstein, of Virginia, for re-elec- 
tion as president. The charge made against 
Mr. Smith was that, notwithstanding this 
fact, he voted five of the delegation for 
Mr, Duffin. It is claimed by some that the 
spirit in the Georgia division caused other 
divisions to join the other side in order to 
save the offices they were after. There was 
much talk about the matter immediately 
after the convention. 

When, however, Mr. Smith left and did 
not send in hs resignation there waa nore 
talk and it is sid that action wil! be taken 
Saturday night asking for his resignation. 
It is said that every post in the state will 
take similar action and are only waiting 
for Atlanta to take the initiative. 

Some lively correspondence passed be- 
tween Mr. Smith and Mr. George C. Zim- 
mer, first vice president of post B, and in 
this Mr. Smith was told of the rumors 
which were then afloat. Mr. Smith did not 
answer this letter and the correspondence 
came to an abrupt end. When seen in fre- 
gard to the matter yesterday Mr. Zimmer 
sald: 

‘“T regret that the affairs of our associa- 
tion have received this unnecessary no- 
toriety, yet it is no more than I have ex- 
pected, Mr. Smith is the sole bone of con- 
tention and when he steps down and out 
as state president the Georgia division will 
settle down to its usual happy and péeace- 
ful basis. Mr. Smith’s action in sueing 
post B for a $15 bill they @id nat authorize 
and consequently did not owe, has lost him 
friends here and throughout the d!vision. 
Several ugly rumors § have obtained 
throughout the state to render him general- 
iy unpopular and éwing to the great lack 
of confidence existing between him and the 
members the opinion is freely stated that 
the interest of the division can best be 
served by securing his resignation.

SURPLUS OF FUND IS 33,800 


Large Attendance Is Requested at 
Room 104 Kimball House. 


MANY SUGGESTIONS HAVE BEEN MADE 


City May Be Asked to Hold Fund in 
Trust for Future Use on 
( Soldiers’ Home. 


THE CONFEDERATE REUNION AS- 
gociation will Hold an important meeting 
in room 104 of the Kimball house this af- 
ternoon at 4 o'clock. A call has been -is- 
gued by Secretary Waddell. The purpose 
of the meeting is to discuss and adopt a 
plan to dispose of the surplus reunion 
money that is now in the treasury of the 


organization. 

A meeting was held previous to the one 
teday, but nothing definite was decided 
ypon. A number of suggestions were made 
as to the best plan to dispose of the 
money annd some of these will be consid- 
ered this afternoon looking to the best 
way in which the fund can be used. 

The amount is about $3,800. In the ex- 
penditures made for the entertainment of 
guests and veterans and other purposes 
this amount was left over from the general 
fund. The management of the reunion 
wag so good that the entire amount Was 
not expended. 

Suggestions as to the -best way to dis- 
pose of the money have been made and 
one of them will be adopted this afternoon. 
It has been suggested that the money be 
returned to the city unconditionally. The 
city council subscribed $5,000 before the 
reunion and some of the members of the 
association think it would be a good reim- 
bursement of the city government to re- 
turn to the treasury as much of the money 
appropriated as possible, 

It is further suggested that the fund be 
turned over to the city to be held in trust 
for the soldiers’ Home. It is believed that 
the home will be accepted by the state 
during the next session of the general as- 
sembly and if it igs the fund will then be 
held by the city to be given to the trustees 
of the home and to be disposed of by them 
in fitting up the buiiding or as may be 
needed for the welfare of the home. 

Thig plan has met with much favor from 
the executive committee and at a previous 
meeting a recommen-lation was made that 
the plan suggested for the money to be 
turned over to the city in trust for the 
soldiers’ home be accepted. It is possible 
that this will be the action of the commit- 
tee this afternoon,

ARE INVESTIGATED 


Investigating Commission Held an Ia- 
teresting Session Yesterday. 


HILLYER WANTED REDUCTION 


Be Reduced About $40,000. 


HIS MOTION MET WITH STRONG OPPOSITION 


Alderman Dimmock’s Motion That De- 
partment Was Not Too Large 
Was Carried. 


AFTER DISCUSSING THE FINANCES 
of the pelice department yesterday after- 
noen and working for two hours on the 
different expenditures of this department 
the investigating committee decided yes- 
terday afterncon that the police depart- 
ment was not extravagant and that neither 
the number of men nor the amount of the 
apvropriation should be reduced. 

The decision of the commission concern- 
ing the police department was reached af- 
ter the matter had been freely discussed 
beth pro and con and after several motions 
concerning the recommendations ,to be 
made had been introduced. 

The commission was called to order at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon by Council- 
man ‘Peters in the absence of Mayor 
Collfer. Mr. Peters was made chairman 
amd the work of the commission proceeded. 
The police department was the next one 
in order and this was taken up. Judge 
Hillyer put the commission on notice of a 
motion to reconsider the action of the com- 
mittee on the matter of the expenses of 
the department of mayor. 

The report of Chief Manly on the ex- 
penses of the police department was read 
and at the conclusion Commissioner Pat- 
terson said: 

“T don't see how, in justice to the people 
and to the members of the department, 
that they can be reduced or their salaries 
eut. The salaries were cut two years ago 
and I do not see that there are any 
chamges that could be made in the depart- 
ment.” 

Would Reduce Policemen. 

Judge Hillyer took the floor and made a 
talk in which he favored reducing the ex- 
penses of the police department. He. said 
he was not making a fight on the depart- 
ment, but was'doing what he thought was 
best for the city and following out the 
line for which the commission was ap- 
pointed, 

“I am verv much in earnest about this 
matter of reducing the city’s expenses,”’ 
said Judge Hillyer. ‘‘The manner in which 
the police department is comducted as 
compared with the same department in 
other cities does not, I think, have any- 
thing to do with the number of men on 
the force. I remember that In 1882 there 
were only forty policemen and they suc- 
ceeded in breaking up all the gambling 
dens. In 1882, after the fight was made on 
gambling places, there were none of them 
here and they did not come wntil the de- 
partment became larger. It is, therefore, 
not a question of the number of men, but 
of vigtlance, In these times $2 per day, 
if the men get the full amount, would be 
considered a good salary. It is $60 per 
month and is almost equal to an enduw- 
ment on $10,000.’’ 

He then compared the salaries of the 
policemen to men in other callings and 
showed that manv were obtaining only $1.50 
per day. He said that the danger of death 
in other callings were equally as great as 
in that of a policeman. He called atten- 
tion to the large-number of engineers, ma- 
chinists and carpenters who are killed an- 
nually and said that in his recollection 
only three patrolmen had been killed on 
their beats. He said that when he came to 
consider that the men had to pay for 
their clothing he did not think $2 per day 
was too much for them. He was disposed 
to cut down the number of policemen, not 
because there was not need of more of 
them, but because the city is tunable to 
pay them. He suggested that the number 
of policemen be cut to eighty-two and this 
he thought would cause it to become nec- 
essary to make the men be on duty twelve 
hours every day. With the force reduced 
in this manner he said there would be need 
for but two captains and proposed that 
one of them be dropped. He proposed that 
two sergeants should, in a like manner, 
be dropped fromthe force. 

“We could’ cut off four detectives,” con- 
tinued Judge Hillyer, ‘‘and I think the call 
men could also be dropped. I think the 
salary of the clerk in the chief's office 
could be reduced to $60 per month and we 
could ask Chief Manly to submit to a cut 
of $600 per year. The two captains could 
stand@, reduction of $200. This would make 
a total of $38,515 saved. In the list of ex- 
penses there is a large amount for horses 
and I think we could very well get along 
with one-half of the mounted force. With 
an incidental reduction of $600 there would 
be a tota] reduction of $40,000, 

“I move, therefore, that we recommend 
to the mayor and council that the expenses 
of the police department be reduced $40,000, 
to take effect mext April.” 

Motion Strongly Opposed. 

Mr. Patterson said he did not think 
Judge Hillyer intended to me unfair when 
he started out, but he had compared the 
department sixteen years ago with the de- 
partment of today. He thought the city 
could exist with twenty policemen, but it 
was not a question of existing, but of 
protecting the lives amd property of the 
people. He thought it would be bad policy 
to reduce the department one man and 
thought the people on the, outskirts of 
the city were entitled to as much protec- 
tion as those in the central portions. He 
called attention to the fact that last year 
the police department paid back into the 
city treasury $20,000. He did not think 
there was one man paid for or a dollar 
expended that could be dispensed with 
and as for fhe officers he was personally 
aware of their efficiency and thought it 
would be rank injustice to’reduce their 
salaries. 

«alderman Dimmock also opposed the mo- 
tion and thought a reduction of the police 
department’ amd the appropriation would 
be false economy, The entire department, 
he said, could be filled with men who 
would work for $0 per month, but he did 
not think the city should take advantage 
of the necessities of the people. The public 
institutions of the city, he said, were what 
made Atlanta what she is. 

“T move, Mr. Chairman,’’ said Mr. Dim- 
mock, ‘‘that it is the sense of this com- 
mission that there are not too many po- 
licemen and that their salaries should not 
be reduced.”’ 

Would Be a Mistake. 

Judge Hillyer arose to emphasize the 
fact that he was not making an attack on 
the policemen or their salaries, but it was 
a question of reducing the expenses of the 
departments. He said he thought the com- 
mission would make a mistake and a hor- 
rible mistake if it did not take actiom. 
It was the only way he knew to cut down 
the expenses.

RECRUITING HAS 
NOW BREN STOPPED 


The Official Order Has Been Issued from 
Washington. 


\ 
WiLL SOON REACH OFFICERS 


It Is\Thought This Indicates the Gov- 
ernment’s Policy. 


GUARD DUTY IS NOT A PUNISHMENT 


North Carolina Volunteer Officers 
Were Censured Yesterday by 
the Department of the Gulf. 


OFFICIALS OF THE WAR DEPART- 
ment have taken the first step toward mus- 
tering out the volunteers in the service of 
the United States, and it is thought that 
within a short time the men will again be 
at their homes. It was announced several 
days ago that it was the intention of the 
government to muster out 100,000 volun- 
teers and the various regiments in the 
service have been awaiting with consid- 
erable anxiety the news as to which of 
them would be sent home, 

Yesterday morning notification was re- 
ceived at the department of the gulf that 
an order had been issued from the head- 
quarters of the army at Washington in- 
structing the recruiting officers who have 
been scattered over the country in search 
of men willing to fight to rejoin their regi- 
ments, 

Recruiting, 
the country 
has stopped, 


therefore, in all portions of 
for the volunteer regiments 
although those who enlisted 
prior to the receipt of the order dsscon- 
tinuing recruiting will be mustered into 
the service. This action on the part of 
the officials at the war department is, it 
is thought, a forerunner of their intention 
to muster out of service many of the regi- 
ments now encamped at various places. 

In speaking yesterday of the probability 
of certain regiments remaining in service, 
an army officer who has seen service said 
that as a business proposition me thought 
it would be best for the government to 
first muster out those troops last enlisted. 
He gave as his reason the indisputabie 
fact that they are not as well acquainted 
with the service as the men who enlisted 
at the commencement of the war, and 
that, therefore, they were of less value to 
the government. 

He said he thought the government 
would probably keep the regiments first 
organized, as their service would undoubt- 
edly be of much greater value. This view 
of the matter is accepted by local army 
officers, aithough they announce that they 
have only their private opinions upon 
which to base their remarks. 

Officers Get a Roast. 

A special order issued yesterday from the 
department of the gulf contained a mild 
roast for the officers of company A, Second 
North Carolina volunteer infantry, now 
encamped on Tybee island. The censure 
Was occasioned by the report upon the 
recent court martial which acquitted Pri- 
vate Daniel M. Sutton, of that company, 
of sleeping on guard duty, 

The fact was brought out that Sutton 
was placed on guard duty as a punishment 
and this caused the remarks. 
states that guard duty is one of the most 
honorable performances in a goldier’s life 
and must never be used as 4&4 means of 
punishment, 

The order in full is as follows: 

‘Private Daniel M. Sutton, company A, 
Second North Carolina volunteer infantry, 
having been tried by a genera] court mar- 
tial convened at Tybee isiand, Georgia, 
and found not guilty of sleeping on post, 
in violation of the 39th article of war, was 
acquitted. 

“In the foregoing case the evidence brings 
out the fact that the accused was detailed 
on guard as a summary measure of pun- 
ishment. Whether or not this was with 
the knowledge of his superior officers does 
not appear. Guard duty is one of the most 
honorable that a soldier can be called upon 
to perform and it must not be imposed 
as a punishment. 

“The evidence also shows that soldiers 
are put on guard at this post without being 
properly instructed and that the relief to 
Which the accused belonged wag not once 
inspected while on post. The commanding 
officer will take immediate steps to put 
a stop to such carelessness in the per- 
formance of guard duty. The acquittal is 
approved. Private Sutton will be released 
from confinement and returned to duty.”

| HOSPITAL TRAIN 


CAME. YESTERDAY 


Malarial Fever Pationts Were Brought 
: frem Fernandina. 


THIS CAUSES SOME COMMENT 


It May Mean Hospital There Is To Be 
Abandoned by the Government. 


THREE OF THE PATIENTS DIED YESTERDAY 


One Was an Ohio Volunteer and the 


Other Two Were in the Regular 
Governmental Service. 


——— 


OND HUNDRED AND FIFTY SICK 
soldiers were brought to the general hos- 
pital at Fort McPherson yesterday after- 
noon from Fernandina, Pla., the hospital 
train pulling into the sidetrack at the post 
shortly before 4 o’clock. The work of car- 
rying the soldiers to the hospital wards 
was commenced at once and-until late in 
the night the steady tramp of the men 
with the litters could be heard resounding 


on the sidewalks. 

Nearly all of the patients brought to 
the post on the hospital train yesterday 
are ill with malarial fever, and it is more 
than probable that’ several deaths will 
occur within a short time. The train was 
expected to arrive shortly before 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning, but Major Richards, 
who has charge of the train, thought it 
best to make the trip slowly in consid- 
eration of the very ill ones and conse- 


quently delay resulted. 

It ig thought that the bringing of pa- 
tients from the d#ospital at Fernandina, 
Fla., is significant and it caused much 
comment at the barracks yesterday. 
When the hospital at Tampa was aban- 
doned by the surgeon general he directed 
that a hospital be established at Fernan- 
dina. At the time he was advised that 
Ferrandina was not a proper location for 
a hospital, but he decided to give it a 
trial, 

It is now thought that the fact that 
patients are being taken from that hos- 
pital indicates that it is the intention 
of the surgeon general to abandon it per- 
manently. If this js the case, tt ig prob- 
able that the patients will be divided be- 
tween the hospital at Fort McPherson and 
the one at Fort Thomas, Kentucky, both 
of which have proved excellent locations 
for army dospitals, 

The arrival of a hospital train at a 
post is always an event of importance, and 
notwithstanding the fact that the novelty 
of it has considerably worn off at Fort 
McPherson, because of the frequent visits 
of the train to that place, there is always 
much interest manifested when it comes 
in sight. 

Major Taylor, surgeon in charge of the 
post hospital, at once seeks Major Rich- 
ards, of the hospital train, and the latter 
gives Major Taylor a history of each case 
as the patient is taken from the train and 
his name checked from the list. Stewards 
Haynes and Mackey are kept busy desig- 
nating the wards to which each patient is 
to be assigned, while the. members of the 
hospital corps are bustling around pre- 
paring beds for 
men and giving Mach ajpention as is im- 
mediately required. 

The only attaches of the hospital who 
are not disturbed by the advent of new 
patients are the female nurses, and they 
preserve their equanimity on all occasions. 
The walks are usually lined with visitors 
and the ladies invariably remark: “On, 
the poor fellows!’ as each patient runs the 
gantlet on a litter. This remark affects 
patients differently. Some smile, while 
others turn away their heads with a far- 
away look in their eyes. 

Major Taylor hag instituted lately what 
is regarded by the members of the hos- 
pital corps as a decided reform. Soldiers 
at the post are detailed when the hospital 
train arrives to carry the patients on lit- 
ters to the wards and a member of the 
hospital corps walks by the side of the 
litter to see that the soldiers do their 
duty properly. Naturally this reform is 
pleasing to the members of the corps. 

Major Richards will probably remain at 
the post today with his train, commencing 
the return trip to Fernandina tonight or 
early tomorrow morning.

A VETERAN’S EXPERIENCE. 


Views of a Troup Artilleryman Who 
Attended the Atlanta Reunion, 
Mr, A. H. Pendergrass, of the famous 
Troup. artillery, who attended the con- 
federate reunion in Atlanta, gives an in- 
teresting review of his experience in a 
recent issue of The Jefferson Herald, the 

leading newspaper of Jackson county. 
Among other things he says: 
‘“‘Wednesday morning I got breakfast 
for 15 cents. I want to say right here, 
after that expenditure, Atlanta opened 
her doors and hearts. According to ar- 
rangements, we met Wednesday morning. 
After getting from Captain H. W. Bell 
our official badges, we fell in line and 
marched to the street car to go to the ex- 
position grounds, but the car was so 
crowded we disbanded, and on the first car 
I could swing to I went to the grounds. 
If my eyes didn’t foo] me there was some- 
body else there besides myself. I went 
to the ‘‘mess hall,’’ where there were a 
few more old soldiers from nearly all the 
states in the union to my front. After 
some little time I entered the door. ahd 
ali was well there—plenty of pans, water. 
combs, glasses—ham, pork, mutton, bee, 
coffee, sugar, cream—plenty for every- 
body. After devouring a go00d meal I 
went to the sleeping department, a build- 
ing I suppose near 750 feet long and 150 
feet wide, with nice mattresses placed in 
rows from one end of the house™o the 
other. I selected a cool place, and looking 
over The Atlanta Constitution I saw an 
invitation from W. A. Hemphill, of that 
paper, that he would give a reception 
from 5 to 7 o’clock, to the Troup artillery, 
on Peachtree street... 1 being a member of 
that company, I looked at my watch. and 
it was twenty-five minutes to 5 o'clock. 
I mounted the first street car that came 
by and went to Mr. Hemphill’s residence. 
Several of the boys were there when I 
arrived and several came 
That certainly was a reunion that I never

Caused Declines in the Internationals.

New York, August 24.—There were sev- 
eral quite important elements of positive 
strength in the stock market today, but 
the preponderating influence of several 
ieatures and the very heavy profit taking 
by large hoiders of leading stocks nullitied 
tnem. The last prices were in nearly all 
cases below these of last night. The Lon- 
don market followed yesterday’s New York 
weakness and affected the opening here, 
causing dec.ines in some of the interna- 
tionals. The grangers made a strong open- 
ing in spite of seiling for London account 
on account of the high level of earnings 
disclosed by St. Paul's statement for the 
third week in august. The increased move- 
ment of grain in the northwest, which has 
weakened wheat for the last few days, is 
probably relected in these earnings which 
were $33,358 in excess of last year and 
over $14,000 in excess of the high level for 
the corresponding period in 1892. The grain 
movement, though augmented, is not yet 
up to last year’s level and the large rail- 
road earnings are due to general traffic 
resulting from the more liberal outlay of 
last year’s profits by the people of the 
west. The sharp advance in the grangers 
at the opening due to buying by the com- 
mission houses and bidding up of prices by 
traders resulted only in bringing very 
heavy offers to realize. There was a change 
of speculative interest from St. Paul and 
the grangers into some of the lower-priced 
stocks with dividend prospects. Northern 
Pacific sympathized in a less degree, but 
the preferred stocks in neither case were 
largely taken. Rumors of an agreement 
to arbitrate the war with the Canadian 
Pacific helped to impart strength to the 
trans-continental roads. There was very 
large demand for People’s Gas and marked 
eatrength in some individual stocks, but 
these were not sufficient to offset the per- 
sistent profit taking. Manhattan was weak 
and closed 2 points below last night. The 
New York banks continue to lose money 
to the sub-treasury on account of bond 
subscriptions. and there is still difficuity in 
obtaining the new bonds to serve es se- 
curity to the government for the deposits 
of public funds.

Chicago, August 24.—The fact that very 
little of the wheat being received at Chi- 
cago is grading contract quality ts causing 
many bears to express apprehension. Sat- 
urday last there was only 307,000 bushels 
contract wheat in store, and since then 
275,000 bushels have been put under contract 
for shipment, so that stocks are on a fair 
way to become exhausted. August shorts 
are especially uneasy over the situation. 
The weakness manifest at the start this 
morning as a result of a lower set of 
cables than had been expected was wiped 
out in a comparatively short time, the 
market showing decided strength owing to 
the fact that it was still showery in the 
northwest and dispatches from Minneapolis 
said thrashing was being delayed on that 
account. Reports from the same source 
also claimed that the yield was not as 
large as had been expected, and that 
threshing returns from the Dakotas placed 
the yield at from four to six bushels an 
acre less than was estimated. Under such 
circumstances as these the shorts tried to 
buy wheat, but to their surprise they 
found very little for sale, and prices ad- 
vanced until the demand was apparently 
satisfied. when the market eased off some- 
wihat. Receipts here amounted to 145 cars, 
of which only 2 graded contract quality. 
Arrivals in the northwest 475 cars, against

taken things very philosophically. 

Our receipts of corn the present week 
have been made almost exclusively from 
corn which was sold twenty days ago 
when prices were much higher than they 
are today. 

As to the growing crop of corn, there 
stil] continues to be a very wide difference 
of opinion as to the government estimate. 
A very large majority of grain dealers, to 
are almost 
unanimous in the opinion that the. crop 
has been very largely over estimated. . 
It ought to be borne in mind that when 
the government gave_us our August esti- 
mate very little was ‘known with regard 
to the earing of the corn. Since that es- 
timate was pubDlished there is hardly a 
state in the corn belt but that from relia- 
ble sources the statement is made that 
the corn has not eared out well and that 
there igs a very great destitution of this 
most important essential to the crop, viz: 
“ears,’’ and where the ears have formed 
they have not filled out well and are short. 
There will be very small percentage of 
the corn crop of the country out of the 
Way of frost before the last week in Sep- 
Lember or the first of October. The talk 
about “early corn’’ being safe by the 15th 
of September cut a very little figure in 
the total percentage of the crop of 1898. 
Except in Texas and Oklahoma and the 
extreme portion of southern Kansag there 
is practically this season no early corn 
at ali, as you very well remember we did 
not get the great bulk of the corn crop 
this season in the ground very much be- 
fore the Ist of June. 

Nothing ‘thas pleased me more this sea- 
son than the small movement of winter 
wheat, because it tells me plainer and in 
more authoritive tones than figures can, 
that the producer, when a crop is low in 
price, is not obliged to throw it on the 
market and get poor returns for his labor. 
Of course there wil] be a time when re- 
ceipts will increase, but it will not be in 
the near future. 

On the other ‘hand the eituation in the 
epring wheat areas where the spring wheat 
is the principal crop and the mainstay of 
the agriculturalist, receipts will be very 
very free during the next thirty days. 
Millers in the winter wheat belt report 
everywhere that they find great difficulty 
in getting enough Wheat to keep the mills 
running on full time. . 
Farmers just at the present time are 
very busy with their plowing for the new 
crop of winter wheat. Seeding aves not 
commence, however, much before ‘he mid- 
dle of September. After seeding is over 
threshing wil] be resumed and not be fin- 
ished much before the snow begins to fly, 
which is another fact Wh*@h wll go very 
largely toward keeping receipts of winter 
wheat to a law poine. 

Our fall tra¥e has opened well, and as 
I said in my last letter to you, all the 
indications are good for a healthy ard 
prosperous business in the northwest and 
Southwest, and at this point auring the 
next ninety days at least,

ON FERTILIZERS 


Hands Down an Important Opinion to 
Commissioner Nesbitt. 


GIVES CONSTRUCTION OF LAW 


Says Grade Should Be Branded Only 
on Sacks of Ammoniated Goods. 


THIS DOES NOT INCLUDE ACIO PHOSPHATE 


It Also Leaves Out Potash or a Mixture 
of the Two Chemicals—Ruling of 
Commissioner Nesbitt Upheld. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL TERRELL, AT 
the request of Commissioner of Agriculture 
Nesbitt, yesterday handed down a decision 
concerning the proper construction of the 
words “complete commercial fertilizers’’ as 
used in the act of December 21, 1897, pre- 
scribing three grades of fertilizers and the 
branding of the grade upon the sack corL- 
taining the article and upon the question as 
to whether or not the grades should be 
branded upon sacks containing acid phos- 
phate or acid phosphate with potash. 

Commissioner Nesbitt construed the law 
toinclude only ommoniated goods containing 
at least 2 per cent of ammonia and that 
the grade should be branded only on the 
sacks containing such goods. a ruling to 
this effect was made and has been in 
fcrce in the department of agriculture. 

It seems that some question arose as to 
the construction of the law, and for this 
reason Colonel Nesbitt asked for tie offll- 
cial opinion of the attorney general on the 
question, 

Colonel Terrell’s opinion was handed 
down yesterday and in every way upholds 
the ruling of the commissioner and suz- 
gests that it might be best to prescribe a 
rule forbidding the sale of acid phosphate 
Or potash or a mixture of the two chemi- 
cals in packages or sacks upon which the 
grade is printed or stamped. 

The opinion of Attorney General Terrell 
will be of interest and importance to the 
manufacturers of fertiizers. The opinion 
in full is as tollows: 


“Attorney General’s Office, Atlanta, Ga., 
AUGUSL 23, .d8$8o—run. HK. ‘I’. Nesbitt, Commis- 
Sloner Of Agriculture, Atianla, Ga. Dear 
Sir: Im repiy to yours of several days 
Since requesiing an omecial opinion as to 
ime proper consiruction of the words ‘com- 
piete cummercial tertilizers”’ as used in tne 
act of December 21, 1897, prescribing three 
grades of terti.izers and the branding of 
ihe grade upon the sack or package con- 
tatning Same, and also as to whether the 
Words ‘high grade,’ ‘standard grade’ and 
‘low grade’ snould be branded upon the 
sacks or packages containing acid phos- 
phate cr acid phosphate with potash, I beg 
leave to submit the folluwing: 

“These words should ove construed with 
reference to the signification which has al- 
Ways been attached to them by your de- 
partment, and the people generally who 
deal in or use fertilizers and also with 
reference to the sections of the code upon 
the subject of fertilizers. From your let- 
ter and our conversation upon the subject 
this morning I gather that both your de- 
partment and those dealing in or using fer- 
tilizers consider nothing a complete com- 
mercial fertilizer except ammoniated acid 
phosphates or ammoniated super-phuos- 
phates containing at least 2 per .cent of 
ammonia. This is in harmony with sec- 
tion 1652 of the code, which prescribes ‘that 
no brands shall be sold as ammoniated eu- 
ner-phosphates unless such brands contain 2 
per cent or more of ammonia.’ It is also 
in harmony with the various sections of 
the code relative to the inspection of fer- 
tilizers. lor instance, section 1551 pro- 
vides that ‘all manufacturers or dealers 
in commervial fertilizers or chemicals or 
cotton seed meals to be used in manufac- 
turing same,’ shall file with the commis- 
sioner the name of the brand to be sold: 
section 1552 prescribes that al] ‘fert!lizecs 
or chemicals for manufacturing same’ 
shal] have branded on the sack or pack- 
age. the guaranteed analysis thereof, and 
in a gredst many other sections the words 
‘fertilizers or chemicals used for manu- 
facturing same’ appear. Such being 
case, ‘t could hardly be azaid that « 
acid phosphate or potash js a complete 
commercial] fcrtilizer. Neither rcouid the 
two together be considered a complete 
cOmmercial fertiiizer in the sense in which 
those words are used in the act cf 1897, 
but when ammoniated the product becomes 
sucil a mixture as metts the reguirements. 

“tf am therefore of the vpinion that the 
words ‘complete commercial  feriilizers’ 
should be construed to ‘nclude eniy am- 
moninated goodg containing at ieest 2 per 
cent of ammonia, and that the words 
‘high grade.’ ‘standard grade’ o* ‘low 
grade,’ as the case may be, are required 
by the act of December 21, 1597, to be 
branded only upon same. 

“In aS much as the terms of this act 
do not require the branding of ac!' 1 hos- 
phate or potash or a mixture of thkcse 
two chemicals, allow me to suggest thit_it 
might fully protect the peuple buy:nzg the 
Same for you to prescribe a rule under 
authority of section. 1567 of the erie. for- 
bidding the sale thereof in sacks or puck- 
ages upon which the words ‘high grade,’ 
‘standard grade’ or ‘low grade’ are print- 
ed. Yours very truly,

THE FLAG WILL BE RETURNED 


Colonel Clifton Secures a Civil War 
Relic to Take Back Home 
with Him. | 

Colonel William Clifton, secretary of 
state, left for his home in Darien last 
night. He took with him a large silk flag, 
which was carried through the war by the 
McIntosh Guard, and which was lost. Late- 
ly it was recovered through the efforts of 
Colonel J. Colton Lynes, of this city, and 
Colonel Clifton was yesterday deputized 
to return it with appropriate remarks to 
either the survivors of the McIntosh Guard 
or to the Gamp of confederate veterans at 
that place. 

The flag is of silk, and has several bul- 
let holes in it. It was presented to the 
MoIniosh Guard by the ladies of that coun- 
ty on January 19, 1861, and was carried 
through the war. The Guard left Mc- 
Intosh county with over seventy-five mem- 
bers, and but six returned to their homes 
after peace had been declared. Of these 
six men Colonel Clifton i ot positive that 
one is still living. ** 

If one is alive, the flag ll be presented 
to him; if all are dead, the flag will be 
presented to the camp of confedrate vet- 
erans in McIntosh county.

Trial of Thomas Duncan Whe Insulted 
a Young Lady. 


MISS BRANAN WAS IN COURT 


She Tells How the Drunken Soldier 
Attempted to Assault Her. 


fi& PLEADED DRUNKENNESS AND IGNORAKCE 


He Was Fined $30, and Failing to Bay 
the Fine, He Went to Chaingang 
for a Month. 


THOMAS DUNCAN, THD UNITED 
States soldier who insulted Policeman 
Branan’s daughter Tuesday afternoon, was 
sent to the city chaingang yesterday to 
serve thirty days with hard work on the 
streets. 

Duncan came into the city Tuesday from 
Fort McPherson for the purpose of en- 
joying a day's vacation and he undertook 
to have fun by getting drunk. He me- 
andered out on Decatur street and met 
Miss Camilla Branan, the sixteen-year-old 
daughter of Policeman A. D. Branan, and 
a relative of Police Commissioner Branan. 
The young lady was in poiice court to 
testify against the soldier. 

After he had insulted the lady Duncan 
walked down Decatur street toward the 
city and meeting a boy about ten years of 
age, cthrew the little fellow down and bru- 


tally choked him. He next assaulted a 
youth about eighteen years old and, being 
a very powerfully built man, the soldier 
used the youth very severely. 

Mr. Axton Minhinnett, who runs 4 
srocety store close by where the row oc- 
curréd, knocked Duncan down and gave 
him a very severe beating. 

A mob collected and the enraged citizens 
came very near dealing roughly with Dun- 
can, and he would doubtless have been 
badly hurt if the police had not gone to his 
rescue. 

Policeman Branan, when he heard how 
his daughter had been treated, started out 
after the soldier and Duncan might have 
been killed if he had met the enraged 
father before the police had him in custody. 

Miss Branan told the recorder yesterday 
afternoon that she was eralking down De- 
catur street and met Duncan. He called 
her “‘sweetheart” and asked her to ride 
with him to East Lake. She indignantly 
declined to listen to him and tried to get 
away. He followed her and finally pushed 
her with his arm and would have grabbed 
her if she had not run and called for help. 

A number of witnesses told how Duncan 
had assaulted the boy and the youth and 
cursed where ladies were obliged to hear 
him in the public streets. 

Patrolman Crim stated that he carried 
Duncan to the police barrac®s in the patroi 
wagon and the soldier cursed all the way 
to the city prison. 

“I never heard such oaths from human 
lips,” said Officer Crim, “and I believe 
Duncan knew what he was doing, for he 
~ and me to telephone to the fort for 

im.” 

To all the testimony agathst him Duncan 
Only sald: 

“T was drunk, judge, and did not know 
what I was doing.” 

The recorder told Duncan that such con- 
duct as he had been guilty of would not be 
tolerated in Atlanta. 

Duncan was fined 330 and costs of court, 
and not having the money, he was sent to 
the city chaingang for a morth.
